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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The supplemental reply filed on 5/2/05 was not entered because supplemental 
replies are not entered as a matter of right except as provided in 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(a)(2)(ii). 
The supplemental reply is clearly not limited to placement of the application in condition 
for allowance. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1 -3, in the reply filed on 
4/26/05 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that Groups I and II are 
closely related. This is not found persuasive because the beverage bottling plant of 
Group I has a different mode of operation than the labeling station of Group II; see 
Restriction Requirement 3/22/05. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Priority 

3. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Germany on 2/18/03.
